1. Applicant's election with traverse of Species i in the reply filed on 3 December 
2007 is acknowledged. First the election of species is nonresponsive because of the 
statement that claims 1-16 read on the elected Species. This is incorrect since there are 
other non-elected Species ii, iv and v and claims 17, 18, 21-26 and 29-32 are not readable 
on the elected Species. Second to the traversal on the ground(s) that the search and 
examination of the entire application could be made without serious burden and the 
election of Species requirement is improper because it identifies specific claims as 
species, this is not found persuasive.
